It us true that your place hath many yeaves called yeu to deale 
about Capital matters: and the more buſineſſe haue you had that 
way 4 great deale by the treaſonable prattiſes of Romiſh of An- 
tichriſtian Dinines, But what ſaith S. Hierome?  Homicidas, „ Hier in ter, 
ſacrilegos, venerarios punire; non eſt effuſio ſanguinis, 144 cn. 
ſed Legis minifterium : To puniſh murderous, ſacrilegions, 
and adulterous perſons, is not that effmſion of blood, which God 
hath forbidden; but the adminiſtring of neceſſarie Lawes, 
which God hath commanded. For my part I would that euen 
their Catholike Dwines themſelues, would y gladiumNtylo , i, Scorpuca. 
mutare, (as Tertullian ſpeaketh of S. Paul) would they did 
leaue fingering of blood, exen of the ſacred blood of Princes, 
and fall more to the fingering of the bookes of holy Scrip- 
ture; and not ſuffer themſelnes therein to be ontgone of our 
Secular Iudges and temporall Magiſtrates, who beſides mat-

totally and adniſedly to examine the whole, Others are mali- 
| ious, poiſoning with their eyes ( live Witches ) euery thing they 
lboke on, maligning other mens credits, and depraning other 
mens labours : u Haber mali ia currum ſuum { ſarth S. Ber- 
nard) rotis quatuor conſiſtentem: ſæuitia, impatientia, 
audacia, impudentia, Malice is at her chariot or caroch, 
for ſhee is #loftie minded dame. This chariot is dra ne along 
on foure wheeles: ctueltie, impatiencic, boldne ſle, and 
impudencie. Cruell ſbee u, ſhee will fþare no mans name, 
no not his life, Impatient ſhee 16, ſhee will beare no mans in- 
firantie, no not an error, though toerre be moſt humane.

Impudent ſhe is, no checke nor rebuke will ſuibbe ber, to make 
her hang the head. To ſtand therefore to ſuch ludges, were 
ha/fe before hand to condemne wy ſelſe. But to learned men, 
to temperate men, to ſtudious meu, to curteous men, 10 you!

hee was rcadie to be turned off, hee deſired the ladder to 
G be ſtaied, and vttered theſe words: Well, ſay all what they 
mull, ſurely there ts a God : and this God is loning to his fremdy, 
and terrible to his enemies, Now turne mee off, O invincible 
teſtimonie of conſcience, and 0 the mightie hand of the 
higheſt God! that is able to draw forth teſtimonie ta 
himſelſe from his moſt profeſſed enemies. When Seneca 
diſſwaded Nero from bis villanie, and exhorted him fo to 
dene trag. deale,and ſo to cartie himſelſe, s vr acta ſuperi ſemper com- 
Hachen probent ſua; that the Gods aboue might approoue and 
accept his doings : Nero anſwered like a dogged Atheiſt;

No come we to deſcribe the true differences of theſe 
two faiths: and ſo in a few words li — to open all 
chat Saint James ſpeaketh in this Chapter of a dead faith 
withour works, which can not ſauea man; and yet no 
whit therein croſſing 8. P, who in Wis two worthie 
Epiſtles to the Romanes and Galathians, teacheth and 
prooueth, that Only farth ſafficeth to ſalnation.Thus therfore 
I proceed. 
be Faith of the Elect apprehendeth (as many other 
things) ſo namely and particularly, The mercie and loue of 
God the Father, per Deum mediatorem, by Chriſt the Media- 
tor. Finding, and feeling that God loueth him, he in natu- 
rall affection turneth to God to loue him againe, For, gra- 
tia gratiam parit: Loving God againe, he labourcth to 
ſerue, and honour that God, ho hath loued him firſt: and 
that by doing his will and commandements.

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And of this faith is all S. Pauls treatie, when he maketh it 
the hand or inſtrument of our Saluation. On the other- 
ſide, the faith of deuilli apprehendeth many things, as hath 
beene before declared; but among all, ic apptehendeth 
not, nor can apprehend no mercie , favour lone, or pardon 
from God, as from a Father: but all «tice and ſenerttie, as 
from an angrie aud offended mdge.Not belecuing that God 
loueth them, they haue no inclination to louc God again, 
Loving himnor,they haue no care to honour him: not ſee- 
king his honour , they are not careſull co pleaſe hin by 
erforming any dutie to him, or his people. And this is 
that ſame fides mortua, of which 4. James intteateth in 
this chapter, and is ſo called, becauſe it bringech forth no 


more fruit, then a dead blocke or rotten tree, nor will it 


ſauc a man, no more then it will the dæuuli. Of whome the 
Apoſtle uotwithſtanding all that their feirh, profeſſeth 
here that they tremble in the preſence of God. This I take 
to be the true, naturall, and eſſentiall difference betweene 
the faith of the Demls,and the faith of the Susi. 

And here now my ſhippe muſt paſſe between two dan- 
gerous rocks; the bodies whereof though wy hoe — 
aſunder, yet the ſeete and foundation ioyne roge- 
ther; The good breath of the Spirit of God blow vpon my 
failes, and the holy wiſdome of God ſer ſteerſman at 
helme, that I may diſcoucr both, and auoid both, and ſaile 
euen betweene both: and ſo arriue happily in the hauen 
of truth, with the fafetic of my ſelſe, and of my heaters. 

There are at this day two dangerous opinions about 
our Sexing faith.

dels, and is a true fauh in the kind, though it apprehend no 
mercie. Credere i Deum; that is, by faith to relie vpoa 
the ereie of God, is the faith of the Eleft, and comprehen- 
. deth both the faith of the Infidels, andthe faith of the de-

compleat fab, confiſting of all theſe three, we Proteſtants 
ſay, to be that onely farth that iuſlißeth in ib preſence of 
God. 


Againſt therefore both · Hiftorians and Papiſts, I make 
theſe foure concluſions. 1. True Chriſtian ſauung faith, doth 
vot onely heletue God and Chriſt, the word of God, and 
the Word of Chrift, the florie of God, and the ſtorie of 
Chtiſt: but alſo it doch belecue and apprehend the wercie

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ofrhis God, per den wediaterem, by Chriſt the Medimor , 
2. True Chriſti ing facth, duſſereth from the faub of 
the Deals, only inthis (and the es thereof) 
that the Elec apprebend the mercie of Ged to them in 
Chriſt, which the Demulls can not doe. 3. To beleeue only 
the #ord of God, and the Storie of Chriſt: is to beleeue 
no more then the Dexills, 4. To beleeue all thot the De- 
wills doe beleeue, and not by ſaub to applie the mercie of 
God to thy ſelfe in Chriſt, will no more keepe thy ſoule 
& conſcience from deſpaire, then it doth the Dezills from 
trembling ; of which S. James ſaith here, that though they 
beleene, yet they tremble. . 
5 Now, that thewordof God is cleare in this caſe, and that 
God requireth in the Scriptures, —— the faith of the 
Norie; but alſo, by faich,an application of mercie to a mans 
owne ſoule; I will make manifeſt vnto you by foure prin- 
tr Cipall arguments: whereof, Thefirſt ſhall be drawn from 
the docttin of the Goſpel, which is the foundation of truth;

all che Creede, or Creedes, ( for hee ioyneth the ſoure 
knowne Creeds together) there is not one word of ſpeci- 
all wercie. And therefore he there ſtriueih to confute Lu- 
ther and Melanfthen,that would include the pages 
of ſpecrall mercie in the Creed: the one, vnder that Article, 
I beleene the holy Catholique Church : the other, vnder tbat 
Article, / beleene the remiſſion of ſumes. Well: let the con-

to himſelſe? Againe, the Apolegie of the Church of Eng- 
land proſeſſeth, t That there is no mortall creature which can 
be bad by bis owne dcſerts in Gods fight: and therefore that.

ther by Jeſiu Chi, and ffred(y to perſwade our mindes, bat

are delighted Laconice brewtate, How ſhortly are the 
Sermons of „ /onab, of » lohn the Baptiſt, yea of o Chriſ 
himfelfe reported? ſetting downe as it were letters for 
words, and words for ſentences: yea one ſentence ſpr the 
effe& of a long Oration. This is manifeſt that S. Auguſt in 
doth elſe where aſcribe to the Eunuch , ſidem in Chri/t wm - 
» Admorit ns Plulippus, ac ceſſit 4d cerrum,expoſuit lettronem, 
inflraxit fidew, exange!1zawit Chriftuns : Credidit Euuc hu 
in Crna, & at, Ecce aqua, Gr. Philip bee ing admoni- 
ſhcd of the Angel, tanne to che charior, expounded that 
which he read, taught the faith, preached Chriſt, the Eu- 
nuch beleeued in it, ond faid, Loc, bere i water, e. 
No it hach been ſhewed beſore, that Credere in Chr, 
to belecue in Chritt, is a great deale more, then to proſeſſe 
him to be . of God. Therefore that example carrieth
